A  SUPPLICATION ,  ?nade  by  the  Assent  of  the 
Governors  of  the  Poor,  in  the  Name  of  the  same 
Poor ,  to  the  King's  Majesty ,  j?or  the  obtaining  of 
the  Mouse  of  BRIDEWELL,  A.D.  J  55 2. 

For  Jesu  Christ’s  sake,  right,  dear,  and  most 
dread  Sovereign  Lord,  WE,  the  humble,  misera¬ 
ble,  sore,  sick,  and  friendless  people,  beseech  your 
gracious  Majesty  to  cast  upon  us  your  eyes  of 
mercy  and  compassion,  who  now,  by  the  mighty 
operation  of  the  Almighty  God,  the  Citizens  of 
London  have  already  so  lovingly  and  tenderly 
looked  upon,  that  they  have  not  only  provided 
help  for  the  maladies  and  diseases,  and  the  virtuous 
education  and  bringing  up  of  our  miserable  and 
poor  children,  but  also  have,  in  a  readiness  most 
profitable  and  wholesome, occupations  for  the  con¬ 
tinuing  of  us  and  ours  in  godly  exercise ;  by  reason 
whereof  we  shall  no  more  fall  into  that  puddle  of 
idleness  which  was  the  mother  and  leader  of  us 
into  beggary  and  all  mischief,  but,  from  hence¬ 
forth,  shall  walk  in  that  fresh  field  of  exercise  which 
is  the  guider  and  begetter  of  all  wealth,  virtue,  and 
honesty.  But,  also,  most  gracious  Lord,  except 
we  find  favour  in  the  eyes  of  your  Majesty,  all 
this  their  travail,  and  our  hope  of  deliverance  from 
that  wretched  and  vile  state,  cannot  be  attained  for 
lack  of  harbour  and  lodging :  and,  therefore,  most 
gracious  Sovereign,  hear  us  speaking  in  Christ’s 
name,  and  for  Christ’s  sake  have  compassion  on 
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Us>  ^iat  we  may  He  no  longer  in  the  street  for  lack 
of  harbour.  And,  that  our  old  sore  of  idleness 
may  no  longer  vex  us,  nor  grieve  the  common¬ 
weal,  our  suit,  most  dear  Sovereign,  is  for  one  of 
>  oui  Grace’s  houses  called  Bridewell,  a  thing,  no 
doubt,  both  unmeet  for  us  to  ask  of  your  Majes¬ 
ty,  and  aiso  to  enjoy,  if  we  asked  the  same  for  our 
sinful  living  and  unworthiness’  sake  :  but  we,  as 
the  poor  members  of  our  Saviour  Jesu  Christ, 
sent  by  him,  most  humbly  sue  to  your  Majesty,  in 
°Ur  sa^  master’s  name,  Jesu  Christ,  that  we, 
101  ^lib  sake,  and  for  the  service  that  he  hath  done 
L°  your  Grace,  and  all  the  faithful  Commons  of 
^our  Aeakn,  in  spending  his  most  dear  and  preci¬ 
ous  blood  for  you  and  us,  may  receive  in  reward 
at  )/T°ur  Majesty’s  hand  given  to  us  his  members, 
(which,  of  his  great  mercy,  he  accounteth  and 
accepteth  in  our  behalfs  as  granted  and  given  to 
himself;  the  same,  your  Grace’s  house,  as  a  most 
acceptable  gift  and  great  obligation  offered  unto 
Mm ;  and  then,  not  we,  but  he,  our  said  master 
and  Saviour,  which  already  hath  crowned  your 
Majesty  with  an  earthly  crown,  shall,  according 
to  his  promise,  crown  your  Grace  with  an  ever¬ 
lasting  diadem,  and  place  you  in  the  palace  of  eter¬ 
nal  glory.  And  not  we  only,  but  the  whole  con- 
gi  egation  and  church  spread  throughout  the  whole 
world,  shall,  knd  will,  night  and  day,  call  and  cry 
incessantly  unto  our  said  loving  and  sweet  Saviour 
and  master  to  preserve  and  defend  your  Majesty 
both  now  and  for  ever. 
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To  the  delivery  of  the  aforesaid  Supplication

IT  WAS  ORDERED,  That  my  Lord  of 
London  should  be  required  also  to  go  with  them, 
who,  also,  went  with  them,  and  did  himself  deliver 
the  said  Supplication,  with  his  own  hands,  unto 
the  King’s  Highness,  in  his  inner  closet,  kneeling 
on  his  knees,  and  there  made  a  long  and  learned 
oration  to  the  commendation  of  the  Citizens  in 
the  travail  of  this  good  work,  and  greatly  stirred, 
by  wonderful  persuasions,  the  King’s  Majesty  to 
be  the  Patron  and  Founder  thereof,  and  to  fur¬ 
ther  all  their  suits,  &c. 
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A  COPT  of  the  Deed  of  SETTLEMENT  made 
by  His  Majesty  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  on  the 
Hospitals  of  CHRIST,  BRIDEWELL,  and 
SAINT  THOMAS. 

/ 1  HIS  INDENTURE ,  made  the  twelfth  day  of 

June  in  the  seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  our  Sove¬ 
reign  Lord  Edward  the  Sixth,  by  the  grace  of  God 
King  of  England,  France,  and  Ireland,  defender 
of  the  faith,  and  of  the  Church  of  England,  and 
also  of  Ireland,  in  earth  the  supreme  head,  BE¬ 
TWEEN  the  same,  our  Sovereign  Lord  the 
King,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Mayor  and  Com¬ 
monalty  and  Citizens  of  the  City  of  London  on 
the  other  part,  WITNESSETH,  That  our  said 
Sovereign  Lord  the  King  of  his  mere  mercy, 
humanity,  pity,  and  compassion  on  the  miserable 
estate  of  the  poor  fatherless  and  motherless  chil¬ 
dren,  and  sick,  sore,  and  impotent  people ;  and 
most  graciously  considering  the  good  and  godly 
endeavours  of  his  most  humble  and  obedient  sub¬ 
jects,  the  Mayor  and  Commonalty  and  Citizens 
of  London,  who  diligently,  by  all  ways  and  means, 
do  travail  for  the  good  provision  of  the  said  poor, 
and  every  sort  of  them ;  and  that,  by  such  sort  and 
means  as  neither  the  child  in  his  infancy  shall 
want  virtuous  education  and  bringing  up,  neither 
when  the  same  shall  grow  unto  full  age,  shall  lack 
matter  whereon  the  same  may  virtuously  occupy 
himself  in  some  good  occupation  or  science  pro¬ 
fitable  to  the  commonwealth  :  neither  the  sore  nor 
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sick,  when  they  shall  be  healed,  shall  be  permitted, 
nor  suffered,  to  wander  as  vagabonds  in  the  com- 


monwealth,  but  shall,  likewise,  be  put  to  labour 
^n.d  good  and  wholesome  exercise,  and  so  be  made 
profitable  members  of  the  same. 


HIS  HIGHNESS,  tendering  the  furtherance 
and  advancement  of  this  good  and  godly  work,  of 
his  most  princely  benign  mercy,  and  bountiful 
goodness,  moved  with  great  pity  for,  and  towards 
the  relief,  aid,  succour,  and  help  of  the  said  poor, 
is  pleased  and  contented,  not  only  to  be  the  Patron 

The  found¬ 
er.  and  Founder  of  this  godly  foundation  anderection, 

but  also  is  pleased  and  contented  that  his  High¬ 
ness,  by  his  gracious  letters  patent,  under  the 
great  seal  of  England  in  due  form  to  be  made,  will

modities  whatsoever,  to  the  said  Manor-house  or 
place  called  Bridewell,  belonging,  or  in  any 
manner  or  wise  appertaining,  or  as  part,  parcels, 
or  members  of  the  same,  before  this  had  known* 
occupied,  used,  or  demised.

money,  for  and  in  the  name  of  tenth,  or  yearly 
tenth  part,  or  for  or  in  the  name  of  first  fruits  of 
the  said  manors,  lands,  tenements,  and  other  the 
premises  afore  limited  and  appointed  to  be  given 
and  granted  by  the  King’s  Highness  to  the  said 
Mayor  and  Commonalty  and  Citizens,  or  to  their 
successors,  or  which  the  said  Mayor  and  Com¬ 
monalty  and  Citizens,  or  their  successors,  shall 
hereafter  have  or  obtain  by  gift,  grant,  demise, 
bargain,  sale,  or  otherwise,  of  any  other  person  or 
persons,  by  virtue  of  the  said  licence,  in  form 
aforesaid,  and  to  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  act 
of  parliament  made  and  provided  in  the  26th  year 
of  the  reign  of  the  late  King,  of  famous  memory, 
King  Henry  the  eighth,  for  andconcerning  the  pay¬ 
ments  of  tenths  and  first  fruits  to  be  due  to  the 
King’s  Highness,  of  spiritual  or  ecclesiastical  bene¬ 
fices,  dignities,  and  promotions,  or  any  other  thing, 
act,  law  or  statute  tothe  contrary,  notwithstanding 
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AND,  moreover,  our  said  Sovereign  Lord  the 
King  is  pleased  and  contented,  and,  by  these 
presents,  promiseth  and  granteth  for  him,  his 
heirs  and  successors,  to  and  with  the  said  Mayor?

pected  or  unlawful  place  and  places,  or  in  any 
other  place  or  places,  liberty  or  liberties,  within 
the  said  City  and  County  of  Middlesex  aforesaid, 
by  what  name  or  names  soever  they  or  any  of 
them  be,  or  shall  be  called ;  and  also,  to  search 
every  such  suspicious  house  or  place  of  idle  ruf-

IN  WITNESS  whereof,  to  the  one  part  of  this 
Indenture,  remaining  with  the  said  Mayor,  Com¬ 
monalty,  and  Citizens,  our  said  Sovereign  Lord 
the  King  hath  caused  his  great  seal  of  England  to 
be  put,  and  to  the  other  part  of  the  same  Inden¬ 
ture,  remaining  with  our  said  Sovereign  Lord  the 
King,  the  said  Mayor,  Commonalty,  and  Citi¬ 
zens,  have  put  their  common  seal,  the  day  and 
year  first  above-written.
